Jones, from Opp, was 
the low bidder, and will begin 
construction immediately.

Elba Jury 
Critical Of 
Courthouse 


The Elba Grand Jury met 
Monday with Charles Mallory 
as foreman, A resolution con- 
gratulating Lewey Stephens, 
Jr., upon his retirement as Dis- 
trict Attorney from the Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit was signed by 
all eighteen members of the 
Grand Jury. It was made a 
part of the official Grand Jury 
report, copies furnished to 
Stephens and and to his wife, 
Gayle. The Enterprise Grand 
Jury had commended Stephens 
in their report last week. 

The Grand Jury examined 
39 presentments and returned 
indictments in twenty-eight fel-
